Navy Sets Exams for 


Regular Commissions 


Examinations set up by the Navy De- 
partment for permanent commissions as 
ensigns, lieutenants (junior grade) and 
lieutenants in the line and staff of the 
Navy will thoroughly test the aptitude 
of warrant and commissioned warrant 
applicants, a study of Bureau of Naval 
Personnel Circular Letter No. 144-42 re- 
veals. 


The letter was issued to carry out an 
act of Congress approved 27 June 1942 
which opens commissions to warrant and 
commissioned warrant officers who ap- 
ply for them. 

For appointments made under the act 
prior to 27 June 1943 no age or service 
qualifications apply. It is planned by the 
Navy to conduct the first examinations 
for appointment about 15 May 1943, and 
applications for commissions must be re- 
ceived by the Bureau of Naval Personnel 
prior to 1 March 19438. 


No candidate will be accepted for ex 
amination unless recommended for ap- 
pointment by a commanding officer under 
whom he has served since appointment 
to warrant rank, accompanied by a state- 
ment that the commander would be satis- 
fled to have the candidate serve under 
him in a commissioned rank. The appli- 
cations and recommendations must be 
forwarded together by the commanding 
officer. 

Each application must be accompanied 
by a report of preliminary physical ex- 
amination on an NMS Form Y, or on an 
NMS Av Form 1 in case of naval avi- 
ators. Candidates will be required to meet 
physical standards for original appoint 
ment. No waivers will be authorized and 
none should be requested by applicants, 
the Navy states. 

The examinations will be held on the 
several stations, beginning the same date, 
and will be conducted before supervisory 
boards. The same questions will be given 
to each candidate for appointment to 
each grade of the line and, similarly, to 
each candidate for each staff corps. 

The complete examination records will 
be forwarded to the appropriate Naval 
Examining Boards at the Navy Depart- 
ment where they will be examined and 
marked. 

Candidates found not qualified for ap 
pointment to the rank for which appli 
cation is made will be considered by the 
examining board for appointment to a 
lower rank. The law provides that, re 
gardless of rank in which commissioned, 
no loss of pay or allowances shall result 
from acceptance of a commission under 
the act. 

Details on the scope of the various ex 
aminations are continued in the circular 
letter. 





Rice Pudding Overseas 


The latest addition to the list of de- 
hydrated foods for troops overseas is rice 
pudding, the War Department announces. 

It is a mixture of precooked rice, 
processed raisins, sugar, salt, spices and 
vanilla flavoring, in proper proportions. 
It requires only the addition of water and 
cooking to convert it into a tasty dessert, 





Xmas From Across Pacific 


General Douglas MacArthur has sent 
Christmas greetings on behalf of his fight- 
ing forces to the production line of 
America in these words: 

“On this sacred day of our Lord we, 
the soldiers on the firing line, give thanks 
to you soldiers on the production line for 
the sinews of war that make our victory 
possible. We are dedicating this Christ- 
mas Day to the defeat of our enemy—yes 
this Christmas day, the day after and 
every day thereafter until we establish 
Peace on Earth and Good Will to Men.” 

From New Delhi, India, Lt. Gen. Joseph 
W. Stilwell, commander of the United 
States Forces in India, Burma, and 
China, sent Christmas greetings to all of- 
ficers and men under his command in 
which he expressed the hope that next 
year, “you will all be back where Christ- 
mas can really be merry.” His message 
also said: “Most of us will have large 
holes in the toe of our Christmas stock- 
ings this year, but judging from your 
work over the past ten months I know 
you can take it. That and a lot more.” 





Ist Sergeants Insignia 

The War Department has ordered that 
first sergeants will wear the insignia of 
master sergeants pending the receipt of 
the new first sergeants insignia. 

With advancement of first sergeants 
to the first pay grade, their insignia was 
changed from the old three chevrons, two 
ares and a lozenge, to three chevrons and 
three ares, with a lozenge. 

Until first sergeants receive the new 
insignia they are now authorized to wear 
the three chevrons and three ares of the 
master sergeant. Extra supplies of their 
old-style wool chevrons may be issued 
to technical sergeants. 





Free Mail to War Prisoners 

The Postmaster General has issued the 
following order governing dispatch of 
free mail to prisoners of war held by our 
enemies : 

“Letters, postcards, consignments of money 
or valuables, and parcels of other mailable 
matter not exceeding four pounds in weight 
intended for or dispatched by prisoners of 
war, including civilian enemy detainees and 
internees, hall be accepted free of postage 
when mailed at and addresed to any place 
where the United States mail service is in 
operation, Such matter shall be indorsed by 
the sender to show in the upper right hand 
corner the inscription: “FREE—Prisoner of 
War Mail.” Information bureaus instituted 
pursuant to Article 77 of the Convention be- 
tween the United States of America and other 
powers, proclaimed by the President of the 
United States, August 4, 1932, shall enjoy the 
same privilege of freedom from postage on 
postal matter as set forth in this section,” 





Waive Physical Defects 

The President this week approved leg- 
islation, H. R. 6839, permitting persons 
with physical defects which are other 
than organic to be commissioned in the 
Naval and Marine Corps Reserves. 

Such defects as deficient vision, color 
blindness, underweight or under height, 
may be waived under the law and appli- 
cants called to duty. However, they 
would not be permitted to receive retire- 
ment pay or other benefits for the defect 
waived or for any aggravation of it. 





Simpler Pay Accounts 
Authorized for Army 


A greatly simplified system of filing 
pay accounts has been put into effect for 
Army officers by the War Department 
under authority of a recent act of Con- 
gress, Public Law 758. 


The law permits officers of the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard to 
file youchers for pay without the neces- 
sity of other supporting evidence or 
certificate. The suspension of certificates 
was to be under such regulation as the 
Department should prescribe. 

Under the provisions of the act, the 
Army has ordered that payments will be 
made on vouchers carrying the certificate 
of the officer of the Army concerned at- 
testing to the existence of the stated 
facts, without other supporting evidence, 
covering : 

a. Certificates by commanding or per- 
sonnel officers or by officers authorized to 
certify for the commanding officer wher- 
ever serving with respect to 1. Payrolls 
of enlisted men of all components of the 
Army, 2. payrolls of civilian employees, 
3. bond issuance schedules, and 4, vouch- 
ers covering payment of money allow 
ances in lieu of rations and quarters un- 
der the provision of section I AR 35-4520. 

b. Certificates by commissioned offi- 
cers, Army nurses, warrant officers and 
flight officers wherever serving in con- 
nection with their own pay and allowance 
accounts with respect to: 

1, Assignment, termination, occu- 
pancy, or adequacy of quarters upon exe- 
cution of certificate by the officer claim- 
ing the allowance in lieu of execution by 
the commanding officer, when absent 
from permanent station and certificate 
from commanding officer is not available. 

2. Flight pay upon execution of certifi- 
cate by the officer claiming the increase 
in lieu of execution by the commanding 
officer of a certificate when the officer is 
absent from his permanent station or 
flight records are destroyed and certifi- 
cate of commanding officer is not avail- 
able. 

8. Assignment or attachment to para- 
chute duty. 

4. Statements of service of regular 
Army, Reserve, National Guard, and 
Army of the United States officers, Army 
nurses, and warrant officers, in connec- 
tion with longevity credits, upon filing 
with initial pay and allowance accounts 
and any succeeding vouchers claiming 
increased longevity pay a signed certifi- 
cate of specified form. 

5. Statements of service in connection 
with payments of uniform allowance and 
facts in regard to payments previously 
received for such allowance upon filing 
with pay and allowance accounts a pre- 
scribed signed certificate, 

6. Fact of dependency of a mother or 
father under the provisions of sections 4 
and 12 of the pay readjustment act of 
1942, upon filing with pay and allowance 
accounts and travel vouchers a signed 
certificate of stated form.

HEN M. Plerre Cot, France’s former minister of aviation, appeared before the 


Senate Committee Investigating National Defense and told its members that 
France had been defeated because her Army was topheavy, which did not allow her 
factories to turn out requirements of the forces in the field, he stirred up some Ameri- 
can commotion. President Roosevelt told a press conference that the storm of protest 
against the size of our Army would not cut its size from the 7,500,000 planned by the 
end of 1943. Newspapers take opposing views of this. 

The Boston Post says “there is a limit to the size of an army that any nation can 
properly equip and supply” and it candidly says it has no opinion as to whether our 
projected Army is larger than our resources. Then it adds, “But, if possible, it is a 
matter that should be taken out of the realm of theory and settled on the most 
practical basis of fact.” It believes “there are limits to our resources which the War 
Production Board, which gave too easy an ear to army, navy and lend-lease, found 
out in recent months by the partial breakdown in the nation’s assembly line.” 

The Columbia, (8.C.) State says: “Already agriculture has suffered from a top- 
heavy military program. Already strategic war industries have suffered by the rush 
of indispensable men to the colors. Great as has been our achievements in armaments 
they might have been far greater had we balanced the manpower budget more wisely.” 

The State says Great Birtain, China and Russia have great armies but need equip- 
ment and food, and ends with this paragraph; 

“Tt is time to take stock of our resources and direct them to the best channels. 
There is definite merit in the argument that we may be leaning too heavily to the 
sword, and too far away from the ploughshare and workbench.” 

The San Francisco Chronicle believes “Since such an Army with Navy and Ma- 
rines means a fighting force of 10,000,000 the ratio of the military experts means 150, 
000,000 civilians to support the fighters and themselves, This being a Nation of 130,- 
000,000, enlightenment is needed on this point to help keep public thinking straight.” 

The (Albany, N. Y.) Knickerbocker News says: “The President expressed sur- 
prise to the newsmen that anybody in Congress should suggest the Army was getting 
so big the civilian economy could not support it. ... It is never safe for any official

Dental Rear Admiral 


Legislation creating the grade of rear 
admiral in the Navy’s Dental Corps was 
approved by the President this week. 

The act, 8. 2769, would permit not more 
than one dental officer, exclusive of extra 
numbers, to be advanced to permanent 
grade of rear admiral. 

Although permanent promotions were, 
of course, suspended as of 80 June 1942, 
the new law will permit appointment of 
temporary rear admirals in the Dental 
Corps.

Navy Library Gets Historical 
Data 


The Naval Academy Library at Annap- 
olis has purchased the parchment com- 
mission naming John Paul Jones to 
negotiate a settlement of our contentions 
against the Dey of Algeria and the orig- 
inal of the letter from President Jeffer- 
son instructing Jones as to his duties and 
their limitations. The library is under 
the curatorship of Capt. H. A. Baldridge, 
USN-Ret. 

Both these documents are of added in- 
terest because of the conflict now raging 
in the Mediterranean area. 

The commission was dated 1 June 
1792, and authorized Jones to buy a ran- 
som and a peace with pirates of the Bar- 
bary coast without fighting. He died on 
18 July 1792, in Paris at the age of 45 
before receiving these papers. 

Jefferson informed Jones in his letter, 
dated 21 June 1792, that he was author- 
ized to pay up to $25,000 to the Dey of 
Algeria for 21 men he held, having seized 
them with their ships and cargoes. His 
letter pointed out: 

“Since then no ransom is to take place 
without a peace, you will of course take up 
first the negotiations of peace; or, if you 
find it better that peace and ransom should 
be treated of together, you will take care that 
no agreement for the latter be concluded, 
unless the former be established before, or in, 
the same instant.” 

Although Jones did not receive these 
letters patent, the United States obtained 
treaties of peace with Morocco in 1795, 
Tripoli in 1796, and Tunis in 1797. How- 
ever, we had to fight Algeria in 1815 when 
Decatur forced the Dey to accept a treaty 
of peace.

Modify Allotment Procedure 


Beginning 23 Dec. retroactive pris 
ileges for family allowance benefits wi 
be suspended except in exceptional d 
cumstances, the Office of Dependeng 
Benefits, War Department, has # 
nounced. 

Col. Harold N. Gilbert, director of th 
office, announced that hereafter all app 
cations for family allowances—except | 
the exempted instances—will begin to a¢ 
crue the first day of the month following 
that in which they are filed, and will & 
paid on the first day of the next succeed 
ing month. 

The retroactive features of the allot 
ment-allowance act affected only enliste 
men of the four lowest grades who 
in the service on or before 23 June 12 
During the past six months they ha 
been permitted to request that allotments 
be made retroactive to 1 June.

GMC Aviation Plants 


Mass production of aircraft in any- 
thing like the volume of peace time auto- 
mobile output cannot be expected in this 
country during the present war, Mr. L. 
©, Goad, general manager of eastern air- 
craft division, General Motors Corpora- 
tion, declared on 22 Dec, 

Mr. Goad spoke at ceremonies marking 
the public announcement that the five At- 
lantic Coast plants of General Motors are 
now in production of Grumman fighters 
and torpedo bombers. This is the first unit 
of the automobile industry to convert 
completely from automobile to airplane 
production, it was announced, Alfred P. 
Sloan, jr., chairman of the board, C, FE. 
Wilson, president, and O. BE. Hunt, ex- 
ecutive vice president of General Motors 
attended the ceremonies, More than 100 
newspaper and magazine editors had 
spent the day touring the Trenton and 
Linden, N. J., plants—two of the five 
former GMC auto assembly plants. 


Fights 2 Surface Raiders 


For twenty blazing minutes on a day 
late in September, a medium-sized United 
States merchant vessel exchanged shell 
for shell with two enemy surface raiders 
in the South Atlantic, probably sank the 
smaller of the two ships, and damaged 
the larger before she herself plunged 
stern-first beneath the surface, her colors 
still flying. 

Only 10 men from a merchant crew of 
41 survived the engagement and the or- 
deal of 31 days in an open lifeboat—the 
only one not destroyed by shellfire—which 
followed. In addition, five men of the 
Navy gun crew aboard survived. 

High among the names of men whose 
courageous devotion to duty was praised 
by survivors, was that of the command- 
ing officer of the Navy gun crew, Ens, D. 
©. Willett, USNR, Sacramento, Calif., 
listed as missing. Though seriously 
wounded, he directed his crew and later 
manned the gun himself with deadly 
effect until a direct shell hit exploded the 
magazine, after which he proceeded to 
the boat deck to help cast loose life-rafts. 








Fishing Equipment 

The Coast Guard this week promul- 
gated a new regulation requiring that all 
ocean going vessels of 3,000 gross tons and 
over must carry the following fishing 
equipment in each lifeboat and life raft: 

1 lampwick jig, complete with 9/0 hook, 
wire leader, swivel and lock-fast snaps, 

1 feather jig, complete with 8/0 hook, wire 
leader, swivel and lock-fast snaps, 

109 36-thread hawser laid tarred line, 

1 two-tined fish grain with ferrule 
eye, hot rolled steel tempered. 

Note: All of the above shall stand a mini 
mum test of 90 lbs 

12 assorted hooks, two No. 3, two No. 2, 
two No. 1, two No. 1/0, two No, 3/0 and two 
No. 6/0

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Capt. Rickenbacker’s Story 

Before an audience of newspaper men 
that was held almost breathless for nigh 
onto an hour, Capt. Eddie Rickenbacker, 
at a conference on 19 Dec., unfolded the 
story of the experiences of his air crew 
for 21 days while they drifted idly in the 
Pacific, facing death. 

He took occasion to stress how much 
American fighters on the Japanese front 
need help and how puny are objections 
by those at home who do not give them 
undivided support. The assistance he 
asked was for men in the “mud and cor- 
ruption” of Guadalcanal; for those air- 
men who daily carry the fight to the 
enemy from small airfields chopped out 
of the jungles in the tropics; for in- 
creased production and sacrifice here at 
home to give them the tools with which 
to work. 

Sacrifices in this country “seem so in- 
significant and ridiculous when you've 
seen what these boys haven’t got.” He 
added : “If it were possible to bring those 
combat troops to America overnight and 
put them into the factories and put the 
present war workers into their places, 
you’d double production in 30 days.” 

He stopped, then added: “I mean that.” 

Conditions at Guadalcanal and New 
Guinea, which he visited after his rescue, 
he said are “indescribable.” There, he 
said, “in that hell-hole, living in mud and 
corruption,” and fighting in the dense 
jungle and in the air above, Americans 
are learning to realize that they must 
kill, “and our boys are learning how to 
do that.” 

He began his story with the faulty at- 
tempt to take off from Hawaii, then told 
of their getting another plane and how 
they missed their bearings because the 
compass didn’t work nor was the judg- 
ment on the tail-wind accurate. Finally 
they ran out of gasoline and had to come 
down. This was negotiated by Capt. Wil- 
liam T. Cherry, who had both foresight 
and good luck and they “went into a 
trough and landed up against the big 
swell. We might have been so unfortu- 
nate as to have hit the top of the swell 
and we would have gone on down.” 

In their hurry to get free of the plane 
and onto their life rafts they forgot to 
carry along food and water, except that 
one man had four oranges and these did 
them for eight days. One man, Sgt. Alex- 
ander Kaczmarczyk of Torrington, Conn., 
swallowed some salt water while being 
rescued from the ocean; later he sur- 
reptitiously drank more at night; and try 
as they did, the members of the crew 
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could not save his life as he gradually 
grew weaker and died. 

Members of the original eight men tied 
their small crafts together and they just 
drifted along, hoping for rescue. One man 
had a Bible and they organized prayer 
meetings for morning and evening. They 
took turns reading this aloud, he said, 
“and frankly and humbly we prayed for 
our deliverance.” He said: 

“We had a couple of little fish lines 
with hooks about the size of the end of 
my little finger but no bait, and if it 
wasn’t for the fact that | had seven wit- 
nesses, I wouldn’t dare tell this story be- 
cause it seems so fantastic. Within an 
hour after prayer meeting a sea gull came 
and landed on my head, and you can 
imagine my nervousness in trying to turn 
around and get him, which I did. We 
wrung his head and feathered him and 
carved up his carcass, and distributed 
and used his innards for bait.” 

The next day another sea gull landed 
on Rickenbacker’s shoulder but he didn’t 
have the heart to kill it. They caught 
some fish, and after eight days experi- 
enced a rainfall so that they got some 
fresh water, mainly by the use of an old 
hat Rickenbacker had which his wife had 
been after him for years to discard. 

Gradually the men began to crack under 
the strain as the hot days grew apace 
without sight of anybody. Captain Cherry 
set off in a boat alone. He was rescued 
first. Later they saw one plane flying 
overhead but its occupant could not see 
them. The next day they discerned two 
planes. Still they were not rescued. The 
next day four planes passed overhead. 
Still no rescue. On their twenty-first, an 
airman saw them, and the story of their 
rescue is just as thrilling as that of their 
previous experience. 

“All that I’ve been through and all 
that I’ve seen makes me eternally grate- 
ful to the Army, the Navy and the Ma- 
rine Corps—the boys in the far four cor- 
ners of the earth who are bleeding and 
dying that we may enjoy the privileges 
of the American way of life.” 





Negro Squadron at Selfridge 

Selfridge Field, Mich.—The 44th Avia- 
tion Squadron (separate), first all-Negro 
Squadron in Selfridge Field history, re- 
cently activated, is composed of a nucleus 
of troops from the Quartermaster De- 
tachment of the Fairfield Air Depot 
which was temporarily stationed here for 
a period of nine months. 

The new soldiers have received basic 
training, with about a third of the squad- 
ron being formed into a special guard 
unit, in which they are being taught and 
are executing the duties of the military 
police and guard patrol. Of the remain- 
der of the squadron, a large percentage 
are either attending Motor Vehicle 
School to learn repair, servicing and driv- 
ing of motorized equipment, or the Field 
Service School, conducted for the Air 
Service Command by the Base Headquar- 
ters 8-8 section. 





Raise Air Force Age Limits 


Maximum ages for aviation cadets 
have been raised by the War Department, 
it was revealed this week with publica- 
tion of a new addition of AR 605-160, 
“Aviation Cadets,” dated 5 Nov. 1942. 

The new regulation states that no 
candidate will be appointed or enlisted as 
an aviation cadet, other than candidates 
for ground duty training, after he has 
reached the age of 27 years and 6 months, 
and cannot file application after reach- 
ing his 27th birthday. No candidate can 
be appointed or enlisted as an aviation 
eadet for ground duty training after 
reaching the age of 31 years and 6 
months, nor may he file an application for 
such training after reaching his 81st 
birthday. 

Aviation cadets for air crew training 
include pilots, bombardiers, and naviga- 
tors, Cadets for ground duty include 
armament, communications, engineering, 
ree and photography special- 
sts. 





Pentagon Houses 22,000 

The Army now has approximately 22,- 
000 persons, including officers, enlisted 
men and civilian employees on duty in the 
Pentagon Building, says the War Depart- 
ment. When completed and filled the 
building will house up to 40,000 workers. 

The mile-around building contains 1614 
miles of corridor, of which 8% miles are 
main and the balance auxiliary corridors. 
The five-story building is 120 feet high. A 
force of 700 janitors and charwomen is 
maintained. There are 288 civilian 
guards on duty and 42 members of the 
Military Police regularly assigned. 

Four cafeterias are in operation, serv- 
ing 15,000 meals daily. Four more cafe- 
terias are being installed. There are six 
beverage bars, which serve an average of 
12,000 persons daily. 

The Pentagon Building is said to be one 
of the largest single coffee consumers in 
the world, although the daily average of 
15,000 cups is considerably less than one 
cup per person. Sugar and cream are not 
always available and often the beverage 
bars are forced to hang out a “No Cof- 
fee” sign. Milk consumption averages 
12,000 pints daily and the beverage bars 
serve about 15,000 soft drinks every 24 
hours. 

Among other things, the building con- 
tains: 

21,000 desks; approximately 140,000 
chairs; 200 rest rooms, averaging 10 
wash basins each ; 650 water founts. 

A 500-foot long soda bar is being in- 
stalled off the second floor concourse and 
arrangements also are being made for an 
18-chair barber shop and a clothing and 
notions store. They will be operated by 
the Post Exchange. 

A checkroom at which employees may 
leave parcels while they are at work also 
is planned. 

There are 1500 electric clocks in the 
Pentagon. 

Of the 22,000 men and women working 
in the building, approximately 10,000 
daily use the Capital Transit buses op- 
erating from 19th and C Streets to the 
concourse. An additional 4,000 use other 
buses, including government soldier-op- 
erated buses. The remaining 8,000 travel 
back and forth to work in private cars, 
which are parked in two large areas. 
When completed these two areas will be 
capable of parking 8,000 cars. 


WAACs at Ft. Sam Houston 


A headquarters company of the Wom- 
en’s Army Auxiliary Corps arrived at Ft. 
Sam Houston, Tex., 17 Dec., the War De- 
partment announces. It left Ft. Des 
Moines, Ia., the First WAAC Training 
Center, on 15 Dec. 

At Ft. Sam Houston, the WAACs will 
take over various tasks now being per- 
formed by soldiers, thus releasing them 
for combat service. 

The company is under the supervision 
of WAAC officers. It will administer its 
own company affairs, including operation 
of the mess. . 

Additional Post Headquarters com- 
panies soon will be assuming administra- 
tive duties at various posts, camps and 
stations throughout the country. 


Enlisted Men’s Deposits 

The Assistant Comptroller General has 
held that an enlisted man temporarily 
commissioned under provisions of the 
Navy temporary promotion act of 24 July 
1941 is entitled to draw amounts left on 
deposit as an enlisted man together with 
interest accrued to the date of tempo- 
rary appointment. 

Comptroller Elliott reiterated his deci- 
sion of 9 July that further interest can- 
not be paid on deposits after an enlisted 
man accepts a temporary appointment. 





Sale of Army Insignia 

The War Department has ordered that 
insignia, including buttons, as dis- 
tinguished from decorations, may be sold 
by authorized dealers only to persons 
who present official War Department 
identification indicating their right to 
wear such insignia, or to members of the 
State Guard who present official indenti- 





fication issued by a State adjutant » 
eral.

Col. George R. Callender, 
Director of the Army Medical School and 
Assistant Commandant of the Medical 
Department Professional Service Schools, 
presided. 

The regular teaching faculty consists 
of officers of the Medical, Dental, Saui- 
tary, and Veterinary Corps of the Med 
ical Department of the Army. Special 
topics were presented by officers from 
the Medical Corps of the Navy including 
the following: Rear Adm. Edward kh 
Stitt, Ret. ; Capt. Paul W. Wilson ; Comér 
Leroy D. Fothergill. The group from the 
U. S. Public Health Service includes: Dr. 
Edward Francis, Dr. Rolla E. Dyer, Dr 
Louis L. Williams, Dr. Charles Am 
strong, Dr. William G. Workman, Dr 
Carl Larson.

Return Men’s Deposits 

Legislation which would permit the 
Secretary of War at his discretion tor 
turn money left on deposit to enlisted met 
prior to expiration of their enlistments 
has been approved by the President. 

The bill, 8. 2353, is a War Department 
measure which will extend relief to som 
enlisted men who had incurred finandlal 
obligations before the war, expecting t 
be discharged, at which time they could 
draw their deposits. The war, howevet, 
resulted in an indefinite extension of al 
enlistments.

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Knox Lauds Houston Efforts 

Lauding Houston and the State of 
Texas for their generous contributions to 
‘American war efforts, Secretary Frank 
Knox saw seven fighting ships and sev- 
eral merchant vessels being co 
in the Houston yards and delivered an ad- 
dress before a giant meeting on 21 Dec. 
at which Houston oversubscribed in war 
bonds enough money to replace the form- 
er flagship of the Pacific Fleet which went 
down in battle with the Japanese. Present 
at the meeting in Houston Colosseum was 
Secretary of Commerce Jesse H. Jones, 
who handed him the check for the sum 
raised. 

The Naval Secretary said: 

“T am glad to be in Texas and I am glad 
to be in Houston. Everyone has memorable 
days in his life. We call them ‘red letter’ days. 
This has been one of mine; this has been one 
of my most exhilarating days, This morning 
I saw seven fighting ships launched at the 
Brown Shipbuilding Company yard, Two of 
them were small destroyers. One was named 
for Fred Kenneth Moore, Seaman Iicl.; the 
other for Ellis Judson Keith, jr., Seaman 2cl. 
Both were Texas boys and both died far away 
fighting like Texans for you and for me. 

“This afternoon I saw the great Houston 
Shipbuilding Company yard where 15,000 men 
are building merchant ships—are forging our 
bridge to the citadels of the enemy. 

“Everywhere and all the time I saw and I 
sensed and I felt an ardor, and a physical 
and spiritual determination that has rein- 
vigorated me. I have not felt so well since 
the war etarted. Back in Washington I'm 
going to tell the first downhearted man I see

to come to Texas, For Texas is a tonic, It 
all reminds me of what a Texas boy said out 
in the Southwest Pacific: ‘Everything is go- 
ing to be all right now,’ he said, ‘because at 
last the Americans and the Australians are 
fighting shoulder to shoulder with Texas.’ 
I understand that better now. 

“Everything I have seen and heard down 
here has comforted me. I am even taking 
back to the President, your Commander in 
Chief, the assurances of Governor Stevenson 
that under no circumstances will Texas make 
a separate peace! In fact, he tells me you may 
have to go on fighting for awhile after the 
rest of us have stopped because Texans can’t 
stop fighting all at once and may have to 
taper off gradually! 

“But my most inspiring experience is this 
vast meeting tonight. Here are gathered the 
representatives of many of the United Nations 
and here is a great panorama of all America 
at war; labor, industry, officers, sailors, 
soldiers, school children, nurses, defense or- 
ganizations, colored people and white people. 
And I am reminded that the first Texan to 
shed his blood in the war for Texas’ inde- 
pendence was a negro. 

“There has, I daresay, been no more elo- 
quent, no more dramatic demonstration 
throughout the land of a united community 
dedicated to winning the war and of our na- 
tional solidarity in the hour of our great 
trial, than this meeting tonight in Houston 
—this meeting near Buffalo Bayou and the 
battlefield of San Jacinto, where the destiny 
of Texas—and indeed of all the West—be- 
came a reality under the brave men who 
fought with Sam Houston. 

“Texas understands war and has seen a 
lot of it. The Texas talent for combat was 
never better expressed than by Jefferson 
Davis, when he reviewed in Richmond in 
1861 the Texas Brigade which was raised in 
these parts. ‘The soldiers of other states,’ 
said Jefferson Davis, ‘have a reputation to 
establish, The sons of Texas have a reputa- 
tion to maintain.’ 

“Nor shall I forget that the Republic of 
Texas had a Navy and even ‘horse marines,’ 
who captured ships on horseback. (Confiden- 
tially, I have never quite understood that, but 
evidently most anything can happen in 
Texas.) I like to think that in the Texas 
Navy of long ago and in Sam Houston's horse 
marines one sees the spirit, the imagination 
and the courage of the American pioneer on 
land and sea—and the American ingenuity of 
today that converted pastures into those 
shipyards overnight! 

“Three of those little ships of the Texas 
Navy were mamed ‘Invincible,’ ‘Independence’ 
and ‘Liberty.’ Could there be a finer text for 
America’ today than those three words that 
Come down to us from your Texas forefath- 
ers who knew that only the strong can be 
free? And so today all across the country, 
millione of Americans stand shoulder to 
shoulder at the forge hammering out the 
weapons of our invincibility; the weapons 
with which more millions of Americans will 
fight on and on and on until we have guaran- 
teed our independence and made certain of 
our liberty as free citizens of a free United 
States and of a free wrold. 

“But those three words—‘Invincible, Inde- 
pendence, Liberty’—are not the only text for 
today in the stirring annals of Texas. More 
than a hundred years ago a deathless message 
came out of the beleaguered Alamo—‘Victory 
or Death!’ They died in the Alamo, but their 
words will never die; and their choice then is 
our choice now. Pray God it will always be 
America’s choice whenever and wherever 
tyranny raises its ugly head. 

“Texas knows that in this struggle there is 
no turning back; that there is only ‘victory 
or death’ for all we have, for all we cherish, 
for all we are. But the faith of Texas is not 
words alone. It is not an empty thing. I am 
informed that Texas has a higher proportion 
of her population in the combat services of 
our country than any other state—50,000 in 
the Navy and almost a quarter of a million in 
the Army. 

“Among the top officers of the Navy, there 
are 12 Admirals from Texas, including 
Admiral Nimitz, now Commander in Chief 
in the Pacific. In the list of captains, 30 are 
natives of Texas. The Marine Corps has two 
Generals, five Colonels, and approximately 
11,000 officers and enlisted men from Texas. 
In the Army there are 39 Texas Generals, 
among them Lieutenant General Bisenhower, 
the Commander in Chief of the Allied Forces 
now fighting in North Africa. But that’s not 
all of it. Our largest Naval Air Station is at 
Corpus Christi and throughout Texas the 
Army and the Navy have more than a hundred 
camps and stations. 

“Finally, the name of this city has been 
proudly borne in the forefront of this war. 
The heavy cruiser Houston was a ship of 
much personality. One of her first cruises 
was to this port to receive a silver service 
from the citizens of Houston and to seal for- 
ever the ties of affection which bound her 
to the city for which she was named. The 
President used her when he visited the fleet. 





She flew the flag of the Admiral of the Asiatic 
station through the critical years that led up 
to this war. 

“She is gone now. But the manner of her 
going is an honor to the name she bore. 
Would you like to hear the story of the last 
gallant days of that proud ship? I'll read 
you some of the simple, unadorned words of 
Admiral Thomas C. Hart, former Commander 
of the Asiatic Fleet, recommending his be- 
loved flagship for a unit citation. 

“‘For nearly three months the USS Hous- 
ton kept the sea a very great portion of the 
time. The ship was never in port for any 
length of time. There were no repair facilities 
available other than the ship’s own force; 
yet the ship was kept in very good condition 
throughout. She was very ably commanded, 

“‘On 4 Feb., while with other United States 
and Dutch ships, the Houston successfully 
dodged five salvos of bombs, each from nine- 
plane squadrons of large bombers. Unluckily 
she was hit by one bomb, of the fifth salvo, 
which was dropped late and struck at a con- 
siderable distance from the rest of the salvo. 
It was a heavy bomb and ruined the after 8- 
inch turret, the main radio station, and cut 
the main deck half in two. The personnel 
casualties were high, 60 were killed, Despite 
this damage the ship kept in service. 

“‘On 16 February the Houston was escort- 
ing a troop convoy from Port Darwin to 
Koepang, Timor, when the expedition was 
heavily attacked by Japanese bombers. By 
adroit maneuvers and the highly efficient anti- 
aircraft fire of the Houston the expedition 
escaped all but minor damage. It is probable 
that the Houston was the only ship in the 
area which could have so successfully fought 
off the Jap bombers. 

“‘On 27 February the Houston was in 
Admiral Doormann’s force which became en- 
gaged with a powerful Japanese force of 
cruisers and destroyers. The allied formation 
was broken up and eventually dispersed, 
but not until the Houston’s two remaining 8- 
inch turrets and HMS Exeter so damaged two 
Japanese heavy cruisers that they left the 
line of battle. 

“‘On 28 February she again put to sea 
with an Australian cruiser and was lost that 
night under circumstances unknown, The 
available information indicates that the two 
ships were engaged by Japanese cruiserg ac- 
companied by destroyers or submarines and 
that the Houston went down through under- 
water damage. She is said to have continued 
the fight after her main deck was awash. The 
ship sailed with all personnel knowing that 
the chances were not good, but nevertheless 
in high spirits and determined, 

“Ite is assumed that eventually another 
cruiser will be given the same name, If the 
Houston is awarded a unit citation, the effect 
will to some extent live in the new ship.’ 

“Well, there will be another cruiser of the 
same name. The President has said ‘There 
will always be a cruiser Houston.’ And the 
old ship has been awarded a Presidential Unit 
Citation. It ends with these words: ‘On 28 
February the Houston went down, gallantly 
fighting to the last against overwhelming 
odds, She leaves behind her an inspiring 
record of valiant and distinguished service.’ 

“After her loss, one of the most impressive 
events of the war occurred in this city; 1,000 
volunteers joined the Navy in a body to re- 
place the sailors lost or missing on the Hous- 
ton. And not content with that, under the 
chairmanship of Mr. Francis, you set out less 
than three weeks ago to sell $36,100,000 in war 
bonds to replace the ship herself and tonight 
your distinguished fellow townsman, the 
Hon, Jesse Jones, has handed me a certificate 
not for $36,100,000, but for $85,749,884.24! Evi- 
dently you want two Houstons! 

“To say that I am invigorated by this day 
in Houston is an understatement. I am in- 
spired! My gratitude and my admiration for 
what you are doing to win the war is bound- 
less. And not the least of your contributions 
to the war effort is Jesse Jones, the Secre- 
tary of Commerce and Administrator of a 
dozen or more other big government organi- 
zations. He can think straight and he can 
talk straight. Let me tell you a story about 
Jesse. Sometime ago the Russians, God bless 
‘em, made an application for something of 
very critical importance. There was a long 
argument, The pros and cons were weighed. 
At last my friend Jesse spoke up and said: 
‘Well, they’re killing Nazis, ain’t they?’ That 
was all—the Russians got what they wanted 
and are killing our enemies with it today. 

“And so are all the British peoples; so are 
the Chinese; so are the silent sufferers of 
Europe; so are Frenchmen—and so are we! 
We are all fighting for existence. We are all 
fighting for a world fit to live in. We are 
all fighting for those principles called the 
Atlantic Charter. 

“We must not fail.

ECAUSE the war is being fought on remote battlefields, the American people 
still are halting at short of total effort. No one doubts that we will defeat our 
enemies, but we have different approaches to that end, and before we have caught 
the hare we are discussing methods of how to cook and serve it on the peace table. 
We find criticism of the strength our High Command deems necessary to vanquish 
our foes. ‘Too extravagant, it is said, is the Army’s plan to have by the end of 1948, 
700,000 officers and 7,500;000 "men, ‘with 200,000 WAACs. There is less criticism of 
the strength of 2,600,000 men and 150,000 WAVES and SPARS proposed for the Navy, 
the Marine Corps and the Coast Guard. It is asked how can 11,000,000 men and 
women be equipped and supplied and in force transported overseas, and how can 
civilian requirements be met? Entering into this suggestion of criticism is the control 
of manpower which a civilian agency is directing, and which naturally is considering 
not only military but agricultural, mining and industrial production and transporta- 
tion. Concerned with these matters, too, besides the War and Navy Departments, are 
the Food Administration, the Board of Economic Warfare, the War Production Board, 
the Lend-Lease Agencies and numerous other administrative bodies. Not only must 
we look out for ourselves, but it is pointed out that as the Arsenal of Democracy, we 
must look out for the forces and peoples of the other United Nations. Of the multi- 
tudinous needs there can be no question. But it is worth underscoring that the High 
Command took all of them into consideration when it estimated the strength on land 
and sea and in the air which we must bave in order to preserve our institutions, 
However, there were other factors which served to mould its decision. There was 
the superior man strength of our enemies, incorporated into about 560 divisions, there 
were strategic necessities, and there was the imperative requirement to have suffi- 
cient troops at home both for the defense of the country as well as that of the Hemi- 
sphere. There was the question of training—it takes a year to develop combat effi- 
ciency. This war cannot be won on a shoestring. It can be won only by superior 
forces in all elements, operating as a single team, and backed up by a united people 
accepting sacrifice and enduring hardship, with grumbling, yes, for that is inseparable 
from the American character, but with grim purpose to bring our foes to their knees. 
This is our New Year message to the country, and not to its officers and men, who are 
showing on battlefields the valor which is our proud tradition, and in training their 
purpose to be fit so as to be sure of achieving victory. 


“TA HP Star in the Flag of Texas shines more brightly as the result of the magnifi- 
cent contribution the State has and is making to the War effort. In a speech 
delivered at the Houston Colosseum, Houston, Texas, Secretary Knox recited in 
human terms the epic of the Cruiser bearing the name of the City, and the gallantry 
and leadership which the sons of the Commonwealth have displayed. Further he 
dwelt upon the inspiration arising from the thousand voluntary enlistments of Hous- 
ton boys to replace the casualties of the ship, and the purchase by residents of the 
City of bonds in the great sum of $85,749,884.24 for two new vessels of the same type. 
These acts of patriotism by a single State are a pattern of those being performed by 
its 47 Sisters, and constitute a demonstration of national unity which is the essence 
of victory. With the ships now sliding from the ways to reenforce those at Sea, our 
country will have by the end of next year the most powerful Navy the world has ever 
seen. It will justify Secretary Knox’s prediction of our naval supremacy in the post- 
war period. When the war shall end there will be demands for disarmament, and if 
complied with, we will sow the seeds of future conflict as we did when at the Wash- 
ington Conference we scrapped units of the 1916 Roosevelt program. We are confi- 
dent Secretary Knox will use his influence to prevent a repetition of the hideous mis- 
take of two decades ago, and that in the face of our formidable Fleet future would-be 
aggressors will be careful to restrain their urge for expansion at the expense of weak 
peoples,

Guard has been the contribution of the 
various State Staff corps in organizing 
and operating the Selective Service ac- 
tivities of their States. In more than 
two-thirds of the States, the State adju- 
tants general have been made the State 
directors and approximately 90% of the 
State Staff forces come from former State 
Staff officers who had been previously 
trained for this specific assignment. . 

As the National Guard left their States 
and went into the service practically 
every State took advantage of their ab- 
sence to renovate, rebuild, enlarge, and 
improve the armory facilities. Scores of 
brand new armories have been completed 
and await the return of the units. Ap- 
proximately one-third of the 30 air 
squadrons will return home to new, fine 
hangars which many of them have never 
yet seen except in pictures. Eight newly 
organized National Guard observation 
squadrons were Federally recognized, 
equipped for training, and inducted into 
Federal service during the first ten 
months of 1941. 

All of the facilities, camps, target 
ranges, hangars and practically all of 
the armories are now being used by the 
Federal Government for various Army 
installations or for the use of the Selec- 











tive Service, rationing boards, and sim- 
ilar activities which are part of the war 
effort. 

One of the biggest jobs that had to be 
done with the induction of the National 
Guard was the transfer and clearing up 
of all Federal property and equipment 
and disbursing accounts in the hands of 
the 52 States and Territories. This task 
has been practically completed and mil- 
lions of dollars worth of property has 
been turned back to the Government. As 
a matter of fact not only have the States 
entirely cleared their accounts with the 
Federal Government but they have turned 
over to the Government several millions 
of dollars worth of military property 
which belonged to the States themselves. 
At no time in previous history has the 
National Guard made such a clean, clear 
record of its accountability to the Fed- 
eral Government. 

There are many unique features in the 
present day position and service of the 
National Guard and many conditions and 
precedences have been broken. It was the 
first time in history that during peace- 
time the entire National Guard was 
placed in active service for training over 
such an extended period. It was the first 
time in our history that the National 
Guard has contributed officers, men, and 
units to every arm and service of the 
Army. For the first time in history we

find a National Guard officer in command 
of a Corps Area now a Service Command 
and also for the first time in history we 
find a National Guard officer at the head 
of one of the Divisions of the War De- 
partment General Staff. It is also the 
first time that Guard officers have been 
put in command of Army schools and 
training centers. 

From the Arctic to the Antarctic and 
along the line of the Equator, National 
Guard officers and men in service repre- 
sent 52 States and Territories. They have 
participated with distinction in every 
fight and battle in which the Army has 
been engaged since the Declaration of 
War. The War Department cited and 
commended the regiment and separate 
units who fought on Bataan Peninsula 
and at Corregidor. This commendation 
along with the consensus of many, sup- 
ports the statement that the National 
Guard units at the conclusion of the ma- 
neuvers of 1941 were better trained and 
suited for combat than similar troops of 
the last war which were put on the battle- 
fields of France. 

State Guard 

The induction of the National Guard 
and their removal from the States cre- 
ated the problem of the need for forces 
within the States and Territories to per- 
form those State functions which the 
Guard formerly assumed in its dual ca- 
pacity. Section 61 of the National De- 
fense Act was amended in the fall of 1940 
so as to permit the States and Territories 
to maintain within their boundariesa mili- 
tary force until such time as the National 
Guard returns. These forces are common- 
ly known as State Guards although some 
States have given them the title of “De- 
fense Force,” “Reserve Militia,” or “State 
Protective Force,” but whatever it be 
called it is a force for internal security, 
and under the law it cannot be called or 
drafted into the Federal service. Its mem- 
bers as individuals are not exempted from 





Federal service. The Secretary of We 
has been authorized to prescribe for the 
organization, standards of training, jy 
struction and discipline and in his 
tion and under such regulations ag 
be determined by him, upon requisitions 
of the Governors, may furnish arms, ay 
munition, clothing, and equipment 28 he 
deems necessary to the State Guard, 

The National Guard Bureau is the ag 
ministrative agency under the Chief 
Administrative Services of the Se 
of Supply for the War Department jy 
the handling of State Guard affairs, The 
State Guard operates directly under the 
Commanding Generals of the several Sy. 
vice Commands or upon cooperative mig 
sions which may be requested by the De 
fense Commanders. 

Of necessity the War Department had 
to restrict the size of the various Stat 
Guards in order to solve its supply ang 
equipment problem. These forces, hoy. 
ever, were so popular in many States that 
State Guard organizations could be rm 
cruited to many times the strength of the 
former National Guard organizations, The 
training of the State Guard is based 
the fundamental infantry training of the 
Army of the United States. In addition, 
many units have been trained in forest 
fire fighting, handling of disasters, flood 
control, evacuation of areas, handling m- 
jor traffic congestions, and the control of 
civil disturbances. Many of the officer 
were reserve officers awaiting their or. 
ders for active service. There has been 
a large turnover of enlisted personnel due 
to the fact that these members have been 
inducted and have been marking time 
awaiting induction by attending drills and 
schools of the State Guard in order te 
obtain preliminary training. 

During the last summer many schools 
were established in States and in thre 
of the Service Commands. Special i» 
struction was given to selected officers 
and noncommissioned officers. The per- 
sonnel attended at their own or State 
expense and in most cases received no 
pay and paid for their own rations, The 
contribution of the Federal Government 
was to provide instructors and training 
aids and materials. A number of the 
States held summer encampments of 
from one to two weeks. 

To mention any one unit or organiz- 
tion would be an injustice to the whole 
All the members of the State forces de 
serve the highest commendation for thelr 
devotion to duty and for the amount of 
time and sacrifices they have made te 
ward the defense of their country.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The continuance of the initiative by the United Nations has had 
an international effect of unquestioned importance. As seen by enemy peoples and 
by neutrals, the power of those nations has reached the point where the offensive 
could be inaugurated, and they know that that power is growing with the United 
States moving toward complete mobilization. On the other hand, they appreciate 
that the strength of the Axis and Japan is static, and that only with difficulty can it 
be increased. They have seen also that the effort of the United Nations is synchronized, 
the landing of an Anglo-American expedition in North Africa being paralleled by 
offensive operations by the Red Army, the operations of the United States in the 
South Pacific being accompanied by General Wavell’s invasion of Burma, and com- 
bined bombing on strategic points being of daily and nightly occurence. To encour- 
age their home fronts as well as their troops, Hitler, Mussolini and Tojo must strike 
in order to recover the initiative, and doubtless this was the subject of the conference 
held this week by Hitler with the Italian Foreign Minister, Ciano; and it is to be 
assumed the conclusions they reached were transmitted to Tokyo for its consideration 
and hoped-for approval. 

Continuing in military and diplomatic circles this week was the speculation as 
to where our foes would be apt to attack, It is generally agreed that the Axis will 
cling desperately to the Tunisian triangle, and we may expect that Rommel’s weary 
survivors will join with the German and Italian forces in that area. It is possible 
that Hitler’s design is to concentrate the attention of our forces upon that front, while 
he presses his plans for an expedition through Spain or across the Aegean Sea into 
Syria. There have been developments in Madrid which have lessened the fear that 
General Franco will give armed support to Hitler and Mussolini with whose ideology 
he has always identified himself. A report was current this week that that Dictator 
had arranged a Treaty with Portugal for the mutual defense of the two countries. 

Such a-Treaty might have been suggested by Berlin, and entered into by Spain, 
in order to prevent attack from Portugal, as was the case during the Napoleonic wars. 
This, however, is unlikely, for Pertugal is an ally of Britain, and it has blood and 
language ties with Brazil, which is a member of the United Nations. Moreover, it is 
a matter of common knowledge that Portugal is depending upon the United Nations 
te restore to her sovereignty the colonies of Macao and Timor which were seized by 
the Japanese. Therefore, if Spain does not become an avenue for Hitler’s attack 
upon our communications, his one remaining objective, aside from an attack on Eng: 
land, would be the Near East. Probably he knows from spies the strength of the 
British and Americans in Syria and Palestine, and his information probably likewise 
is exact as to the force General Montgomery has in pursuit of Rommel in Libya, so 
far away from Egypt. Consequently, it would seem that his General Staff is con- 
sidering with favor the launching of an expedition across the Aegean Sea into the 
Near East. Fortunately, while perhaps weak in manpower, the British and American 
Fleets command the waters of the Levant as well as those of Gibraltar. Moreover, 
while we are concentrating air strength on Tunisia, we have powerful air commands 
available in the Levant. So if Hitler and his new Chief of General Staff move in 
that direction, they will find formidable opposition. 

. The surprise invasion of Burma made by General Wavell, unquestionably was 
inspired by the purpose to catch the Japanese off balance, to weaken their forces in 
Yunnan, and to cooperate with our own operations in the southwest Pacific. If the 
Tokyo Generali Staff contemplated an invasion of India, in order to cooperate with 
Hitler moving into and through the Near East, it must now take into consideration the 
necessity of countering the British advance. It is quite possible the Wavell campaign 
will be restricted in character, and has as its objective the control of the Burmese 
shore of the Bay of Bengal. But there is always a possibility that conditions may 
permit continuance of the advance, and the British Commander-in-Chief naturally 
will seize it should it offer. However, he is faced by the situation which prevails in 
India and by the anti-British attitude of the Burmese. Inspired by Ghandi and the 
Indian Congress, passive resistance continues to prevail amongst the Indian people. 
Those leaders are reasserting that they will accept nothing but independence from the 
British Raj. Also, they have indicated they do not approve an invasion of Burma 
the purpose of which is to return that country to British rule. Even the fact that 
the Wavell campaign is intended to help China, first, and America second, has failed 
to produce any change in their attitude. Washington hopes that when Mr. Phillips, 
recently appointed as Ambassador to India, arrives in New Delhi, he will be able to 
convince the Indian nationalists that it is to the general interest to support the war 
effort until the Axis and Japan are defeated. Then can be determined the question 
of their political status. This is the attitude we have adopted as between the French 
leaders opposed to the Axis and the Vichy Government. The President and Secretary 
Hull have expressed their satisfaction with the support which Admiral Darlan and 
General de Gaulle are giving.to our arms, and are diplomatically working to bring 
them together. Likewise we would be gratified to have the Indian leaders to cooperate. 
In mediating in this fashion, we are not in any sense acting other than as the friend 
of a restored France and a happy India and Burma, and as we have no selfish interest, 
it is believed our efforts should meet with the consideration they deserve. 

In decorating Lt. Col. James Roosevelt at San Diego, the President of Santo 
Domingo gave proof of the friendship he has for the United States. Colonel Roosevelt 
undoubtedly appreciated the honor, and his military record deserved it, but probably 
he realizes that it was given to him more as the son of the President than as a Ma- 
rine Officer. The incident is important because it shows the attitude of this Caribbean 
Sea state, and is complementary to that which exists between our country and Ouba 
and the other nations that border upon this important strategic body of water. 











Signal Corps—Combination of various Signal Corps laboratories into a single unit 
to be known as the Signal Corps Ground Signal Service, with headquarters at Camp 
Evans, Belmar, N. J., was ordered on 9 Dec. by Maj. Gen. Dawson Olmstead, Chief 
Signal Officer. The order merges officers and civilian personnel of the Signal Corps 
General Development Laboratory, Ft. Monmouth, N. J., and the Signal Corps Belmar 
Laboratory. 

Col. Rex V. D. Corput, jr., SO, USA, has been named director of the large research 
and development organization. Under him are the Ft. Monmouth Signal Laboratory 
of which Lt. Col. Lee Sutherlin is director; the Camp Evans Signal Laboratory of 
which Lt. Col. Paul BE. Watson is director; the Camp Coles Signal Laboratory, of 

“Middletown Township, of which Col. Oscar ©. Maier is director in addition to serv-

Services of Supply—Out of a total of 889,963 civilians employed by the Army §@ 
vices of Supply, only 42,471, or 4.7 percent, are working in Washington departmenty} 
offices, Under Secretary Patterson announced this week. (An additional 10,565 civilian 
have headquarters in Washington but actually operate in the surrounding area.) 

Mr. Patterson said that a report on civilian employment within the Services ¢ 
Supply, largest employer of all the War Department agencies, appeared 
in order to dispel the widespread misconception that there was a heavy concentratig 
of workers in the capital. 

“Actually, there are nearly 6,000 more civilians employed in overseas install). 
tions of the Services of Supply than are on duty in Washington,” Mr. Patterson gai 
“The remaining 788,833 persons are well distributed throughout the United State,” 

Commenting upon the number of civilians employed by the War Department, 4 
total now placed in excess of one million workers, Mr. Patterson said: 

“In the World War we were supplied with practically all of our equipment by our 
Allies. In this war we must supply our Allies in addition to meeting our own needs 
The proportion of civilian employes in the World War was in direct ratio to ow 
equipment requirements. It is no different today. We must have civilians to aid and 
assist the Army in the design, procurement, production, transportation and mainte 
nance of all types of equipment as well as in the administration of all operations 
It would entail a terrific waste of able-bodied military personnel to confine these 
duties to the Army.” 


Bureau of Aeronauties—Another Navy pre-flight school, accommodating about 150 
students and, as in the other four such institutions in operation, emphasizing physical 
“toughening” of pilots, will be opened at Del Monte, Calif., about 4 Feb. 1943. 

The new school wiil utilize the facilities of the Hctel Del Monte. As in the cases 
of the other four schools, the pre-flight course will last three months. The institution 
will supply facilities such as classrooms, dining rooms, sleeping quarters and athletic 
plant, and will feed the students. The Navy will furnish instructors, textbooks, and 
other necessities. Conservation of enlisted personnel is accomplished through ser 
vicing of food by the institutions. 

Commanding officer will be Capt. George Washington Steele, USN-Ret., who has 
— in charge of the Pre-Flight School at St. Mary’s College, Calif., since 11 June 

Broadening of the Naval Aviation Cadet Training Program to include a three 
months ground-training course prior to the current first stage of training in the 
Pre-Flight Schools is expected to produce fighting pilots even more efficient than 
those being turned out by the present well-rounded, comprehensive curriculum. 

The studies that the cadets will complete at the 20 new Flight Preparatory 
Schools, whose establishment was announced 17 Dec., will prepare them more fully 
for the later training stages and will relieve them of much of the academic burden 
heretofore encountered as their training progressed. Thus, as the cadets undertake 
the more intensive phases of actual flight training, they will be freer to concentrate 
on the problems involved. 

The newest stage of naval flight training greatly accelerates the rate at whic 
young enrolled cadets will be called into actual training. Approximately 4,000 of 
those who have been waiting will begin their training on 7 Jan. at the 20 colleges at 
which Flight Preparatory Schools will be operated. 

At these schools stress will be laid on those subjects in which the top-notch naval 
aviator cannot be too proficient — mathematics, physics, communications, plane 
recognition, aircraft engines, navigation, and geography. 

Four weeks after the Flight Preparatory schools get under way, four thousand 
more cadets will begin their training. A month later, another 4,000 will enter, at 
which time, and thereafter, the schools will be handling 600 cadets each, or a 
of 12,000. 

They will be turning out approximately 12,000 cadets every three months ready 
for further training, including the three-months Pre-Flight School course whic 
now constitutes the initial phase of training and stresses physical “toughening.” 

Secretary Knox says the Navy is giving special attention to small and financially 
insecure colleges that measure up to what is required in the Department’s training 
plan. “We will not place at the-top of the priority list the large State universities 
and large privately-endowed institutions of the country which should be able to 
carry on unaided in this crisis,” he said. 

Continuing about the plan recently announced by the Army and Navy to traip 
specialists at colleges, Secretary Knox said: “We will give special consideration to 
the smaller colleges whose financial resources are so meager that their existence may 
be threatened by the war.” 

Rear Adm. Randall Jacobs, chief of the Bureau of Personnel, said any Navy 
man who failed in college would be withdrawn and assigned to active duty as @ 8 
man,

taplains—The quarterly meeting of the General Commission on Army and Navy 
(haplains was held in Cavalry Baptist Church in Washington, on 4 December. In- 
formation on various phases of the Commission’s activities was received, and a state- 
pent made on behalf of the Army Chaplains’ Corps by Chaplain George F. Rixey, 
Deputy Chief of Chaplains. Ohaplain R. D. Workman, Head of the Chaplains’ Divi- 
don of the Navy, was prevented at the last minute from being present by reason of a 
disastrous accident involving the death of Navy fliers, and his being called upon for 
daplain ministration in connection with it. During the preceding three months ec- 
desiastical endorsement was given by churches belonging to the Commission to 476 
endidates for the Army and 177 for the Navy. 83 applications by AUS Chaplains 
who are seeking commissions in the Regular Army were also endorsed. Four denom- 
jnations of the Commission are now over quota for the Army. Large additional num- 
ters for both services are being asked for in 1943. During the quarter the Commission 
has been active in promoting the missions held in Army cities by the Federal Council’s 
Department of Evangelism, and the Seminars conducted by the Commission on Re- 
gion and Health, and in helping the Service Men’s Christian League to get under 
my. The Bills just introduced in the Senate and House to establish a Chief of Chap- 
lains of the United States Navy were presented just off the official press that morning. 
There was a discussion of the problem which is arising of Chaplains being appointed 
in the schools conducted for the Merchant Marine. 


Airborne Division—Duties as Chief of Staff of the 82nd Airborne Division have been 
assumed by Lt. Col. Ralph P. Eaton, who served as Division Adjutant before appoint- 
ment to his new post. Colonel Eaton succeeds Brig. Gen. M. D. Taylor, who was trans- 
ferred to the post of Commanding General of the 82nd Airborne Division Atrillery 
following his recent promotion. Colonel Eaton is succeeded by Capt. Raymond M. 
Britton, formerly Assistant Adjutant General. 

The 82nd’s new Chief of Staff began his military career as an enlisted man, 
vlunteering 30 October, 1917, and serving in four major campaigns during the first 
World War. The nickname friends gave him, “Doc,” because of his service in the 
Medical Corps, has remained with Colonel Eaton. After the war, he reenlisted, was 
sent to the U. S. Military Academy and, upon graduation received his commission as 
asecond lieutenant of infantry. 

Captain Britton was commissioned in the Officers’ Reserve Corps while a War 
Department civil service employee with the 4th Service Command in 1938. He vol- 
wteered and was called into service 7 October 1940. 


New Claims Adjudication—There has been effected a revision in the system of 
adjudicating claims in the Army and a new method of investigating service-connected 
accidents. 

The publication of War Department Circular No. 409, dated 16 Dec. 1942, on the 
subject of claims—accident investigations—appointment of claims officer, announces 
anew procedure to govern the investigation of service-connected accidents and the 
processing of claims arising therefrom, pending the publication of revised Army regu- 
lations on the subject. 

This alteration is discussed by Col. Henry C. Clarke, Chief of the Claims Divi- 
tlon, Judge Advocate General’s Department, who says: 

“The circular is the result of a coordinated study by the various agencies of the 
service with a view to eliminating overlapping functions of such agencies in the War 
Department and in the field in the administrative settlement of claims. The new 
procedure has certain definite purposes which, primarily are: 

“(1) The prompt investigation of all service-connected accidents or incidents 
that may result in claims in favor of or against the Government ; 

(2) Legal supervision of such investigations to insure that the reports will pro- 
vide an adequate basis for all official action required by the circumstances, including 
‘pproval or disapproval of any resulting claims against the Government, disposition 
of any resulting claim in favor of the Government, determination of any line-of-duty 
question involved, surveys of losses of or damage to Government property, and initia- 
tion of disciplinary measures where appropriate ; and 

“(3) So far as practicable, placing upon agencies of the Services of Supply re- 
sponsibility for the investigation of such accidents and incidents, and the processing 
and disposition of resulting claims, in order to achieve corresponding relief of other 
Army agencies and units from the burdens incident to such functions.” 

The Circular fixes, with certain exceptions, the immediate responsibility for in- 
vestigations of accidents resulting in personal injuries or property damage upon the 
tommanding officer of that regiment, or corresponding unit having a claims officer, 
or of that higher echelon, or post, camp, or station which is most directly involved. 
Where two or more such units, posts, camps or stations are concerned or any doubt 
arises on the point, the senior among the commanding officers concerned will decide 
Which of them will have immediate responsibility for the investigation. Where an 
accident occurs at a place distant from the post, camp or station of the unit to which 
the personnel involved belong, such accident may be reported to the commanding 
officer of the nearest post, camp, or station of the Services of Supply who will then 

tesponsible for the required investigation. 

The Circular further provides that Army Ground Forces and Army Air Forces, 

located at or in the vicinity of a post, camp, or station of the Services of Supply, 

may report such accidents in writing to the commanding officer of such post, camp 

or station in the Services of Supply, furnishing such information as is available, and 

latter will then cause the necessary investigation to be made, and will take all 
action prescribed. 

This procedure will relieve officers of the Army Ground Forces and the Army Air 

from the administrative duties incident to such functions, thus leaving them 
for training and other duties more directly related to the preparation of their 
ts for combat or service. 

The circular further prescribes that all investigation reports will be processed 
through the proper channel of command and will, in general, be supervised by com- 











manding officers in the chain of command who, with the assistance of their Judge 
Advocate, will be responsible for the appropriate and expeditious handling of such 
matters, and that a report of the investigation, and all claims which may be filed as 
a result of such accidents, will be promptly transmitted direct to The Judge Advocate 
General, who is charged with the duty of legal review and recommendation to the 
Under Secretary of War for approval or disapproval of the claim. 

An exception to that procedure is made with respect to those claims in the field 
which are authorized to be approved for payment by the commanding general of the 
Service Command after review and recommendation by his staff judge advocate; 
these claims resulting from damages incident to maneuvers and special field exercises, 
and for which funds are appropriated. Such claims are payable, after approval, by 
the disbursing officer of the command. 

The procedure set forth in the Circular was adopted after it had been coordinated 
with all the interested agencies, including the Army Ground Forces, the Army Air 
(forces, the Chief of Finance, and the Chief of Engineers. 

An interesting element of the new procedure is that one officer constitutes the 
board of officers to investigate the claim instead of three officers. In addition, the 
claims officer, by making his report full and comprehensive, performs the functions 
of the former board of survey, the line-of-duty board, and the board required under 
the provisions of AW 105 in cases in which it is applicable. Thus a saving in line officer 
personnel results, and at the same time the several administrative tasks are per- 
formed by reason of the fact that the duties assigned the claims officer take precedence 
over his other duties. 

It is anticipated that the new procedure will reduce the average time lag between 
the accident and the final payment of compensation. At the same time the interests 
of the Government are safeguarded by affording a comprehensive and thorough in- 
vestigation. 

New regulations in the 25-series will be issued presently and new forms of report 
are presently to be released to the field for use by claims officers, 

The procedure places in the Office of The Judge Advocate General jurisdiction 
over matters particularly within the province of that office. 


Army Ground Forces—H LADQUARTERS, AGF—Promotions for four officers from 
Colonel to Brigadier General were announced during the past week by Lieutenant 
General Lesley J. McNair, commanding general of the Army Ground Forces, 

Col. Richard B. Moran was among those raised to the rank of Brigadier General. 
He has been Chief of the Ground Signal Section at Headquarters. General Moran 
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attended Colorado State College at Fort Collins before entering the military service. 
He became a First Lieutenant of Infantry in 1917, and served in France with the 
88rd Division. He became a Captain in 1920, Major in 1933, Lieutenant Colonel in 1940 
and Colonel the following year. 

Col. Frederick A, Blesse, who has been Chief of the Ground Medical Section at 
Headquarters, was promoted to Brigadier General. He received the degree of Doctor 
of Medicine from the Hahnemann Medical College in Chicago, Illinois, in 1913. Gen- 
eral Blesse’s military education includes study at the Army Medical School in Wash- 
ington, the Medical Field Service School at Carlisle, Pa., the Command and General 
Staff School at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas and the Army War College. General 
Zlesse was commissioned as a First Lieutenant in 1917. 

Col. William F. Dean, who has served in the Requirements Section at Headquar- 
ters, was promoted to Brigadier General. General Dean was graduated from the 
University of California in 1922. His military education includes study at the In- 
fantry School Commanding Officers Course, Fort Benning, Georgia ; the Tank School, 
the Command and General Staff School at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, and the Army 
Industrial College and the Army War College in Washington. General Dean was 
commissioned as a Second Lieutenant of Infantry in 1923. He was promoted to First 
Lieutenant in 1928, Captain in 1935, Major in 1940, Lieutenant Colonel in 1941, and 
Colonel last August 21. 

Col. Daniel W. Hickey, jr., fourth AGF officer promoted to the rank of Brigadier 
General, also served in the Requirements Section at Headquarters. General Hickey 
was commissioned as a Second Lieutenant in the Coast Artillery. He was promoted to 
First Lieutenant in 1918, to Captain in 1920, to Major in 1935, Lieutenant Colonel in 
1940 and to Colonel in 1941. General Hickey’s military education includes study at 
the Command and General Staff School and the Coast Artillery Battery Officers’ 
School. 

Promotion of Captain Van Howard Viot of Omaha, Nebraska, to the rank of 
Major was announced at Headquarters last week. Major Viot is serving in the G-1 
Section at Headquarters. Prior to the Army reorganization plan which placed General 
McNair in command of the AGF, Major Viot served with the first tank group of the 
First Armored Division. Major Viot was commissioned as a Second Lieutenant in 1935. 

ARMORED FOROH—Soldiers of the Victory Division, somewhere out in the 
desert in California, went prospecting in gold mines recently, but ignored the gold 
in favor of baser and more useful metals. Though one detachment bivouaced on a 
pile of gold ore reputedly worth $165,000,000, the men were interested only in getting 
scrap iron and steel as part of the 675,185 pounds of total salvaged by the Division, 
from various sources. Solders used peeps instead of burros in their prospecting, and 
scrap metal was hauled 40 miles by truck to the railroad siding. One group found a 
pile of worn ball mill liners and loading machine teeth made of valuable special alloy 
steel that will be useful in armor plate of tanks to come. 

Armored Force Officer Candidate School graduated its 14th class last Saturday, 
a class which iftcluded the 5,000th graduate. 

A device by which 800 rounds may be fired at the cost of one has been developed 
by Maj. 8S. A. Amsel, weapons officer, Armored Force Replacement Training Center. 
It is a dummy 75 mm. shell of hard maple, with part of a machine gun barrel running 
through the center lengthwise. Major Ansel found the trajectory of the .30 is almost 
identical with that of the 75 for the first 1,000 yards. 

A group of 18 executives of the Office of Price Administration, on a visit to 
Armored Force installations at Fort Knox, Kentucky, ate G. I. food at the center and 
inspected the school and the new medical research laboratory. 

The First Battalion of the 62d Armored Infantry Regiment, 14th Armored Divi- 
sion, at Camp Chaffee, Arkansas, set what it considers a record recently by marching 
seven miles in 57 minutes. 

Herschel V. Johnson, American minister to Sweden, was a recent visitor at the 

Armored Force School at Fort Knox. 
Marine Corps—Lt. Col. W. I. Phipps, USMC, says American troops will continue 
to hold the Solomon Islands because they have a more highly skilled initiative and 
are better trained than the enemy, as has been shown by their operations for months 
on Guadalcanal and nearby islands. Lieutenant Colonel Phipps is at Camp Dunlap, 
Niland, Calif., having recently returned from the South Pacific. 

“The average Marine rifleman,” he claimed, “can outshoot the Jap sniper. At 
ranges over 100 yards the latter can almost be termed ineffective with the rifle. 

“Nor can the Nipponese warrior carry on indefinitely on scanty rations. He is 
stocky, well-muscled and possessed of suicidal courage, but is not too long on morale 
as expressed from the stomach.” 

Diaries found on dead Japs, he explained, indicate they know what hunger is 
and don’t like it. 

Lieutenant Colonel Phipps blasted any misgivings that troops encountered were 
second-raters. Medals and documents taken from casualties indicated shock-troop 
service in numerous engagements. ‘ 

“The Jap’s much publicized infiltration tactics are not succeeding as well as he 
expected,” the Marine officer said. “The reason is just so many tough Leathernecks, 
keeping their eye on the main enemy body and refusing to believe that a few alien 
footsteps in their rear means they are outflanked or surrounded.” 

Yankee mechanical ingenuity got a nod of approval as the officer told of captured 
Jap aircraft detectors and artillery pieces readied for action against their former 
owners with little time spent deciphering the ideographic operating instructions. 

Wily as the Japanese is, Lieutenant Colonel Phipps said he still can outsmart 
himself. He cited the experience of a Marine machine gunner who heard strange 
footsteps in the dark and let off a few tentative bursts. 

He was quickly answered with: “Hold up your fire. We are American troops. I 
am bringing in my platoon.” 

His replying blast of fire knocked out an enemy patrol. 

“Just too damned grammatical to be a Marine,” was the explanation. 

Lt. Col. Raymond C. Scollin, USMC, also back from Guadalcanal describes some 
aerial tricks of the Japanese, whom he doesn’t discount. He says waves of Zeros 
would come into the American defenses very fast in order to lift our planes to fight 
and that they had as many as 27 Jap bombers follow these quickly under the mis- 
taken impression that our boys had left the ground to fight the Zeros. But this 
plan didn’t work. 

“We weren’t interested in contesting the issue plane for plane,” said he “but 
wanted our usual percentage of bombers—and got it.” 

Lieutenant Colonel Scollin explained the Jap’s use of little-known “Float-Zero.” 
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“These seaplanes,” he said, “would skim in fast by the sea surface, and sneak 
on the airport from low on the horizon. That made detection difficult. a 

“One day a transport plane was lumbering off the runway, and four Zerg 
which had been laying for it—came in fast. Four Navy pilots scrambled into the 
planes. They took off directly in the Japs’ faces, firing as their wheels left the ground 

“And they got those Japs right at the runway edge—all four of them. The Jay 


didn’t have a chance to fire a single shot at our transport.” 

Lieutenant Colonel Scollin said that Guadalcanal operations exceeded anythiy 
he had “read, heard or imagined about the hardships of war.”

Army Air Corps—Considerable interest is shown according to letters received by 
the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL, in the proposal to have established an Air Medal, whic 
was authorized by President Roosevelt in his Executive 
Order No. 9,158 dated 11 May, 1942. One of the main reagon 
for the tardiness of this honor to grow into actuality is that 
a Board of Cabinet secretaries was set up by the Executive 
Order to have charge of its selection, and these members of 
the President’s official family have been so occupied with 
. American interests in the war that they may not have bee 
able to devote much time to this idea. 
2, oe According to the Executive Order, strict regulations govem 
A use of this medal. It reads: “By virtue of the authority 
vested in me as President of the United States and as Com 
mander in Chief of the Army and Navy of the United States, it is hereby ordered 
that an Air Medal, with accompanying ribbons, be established for award to any per 
son who, while serving in any capacity in the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast 
Guard of the United States subsequent to 8 September 1939, distinguishes, or has 
distinguished, himself by meritorious achievement while participating in an aerial 
flight. 

“The Air Medal and appurtenances thereto shall be of appropriate design ap 
proved by the Secretary of War, the Secretary of the Navy, and the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and, under such regulations as said Secretaries may prescribe, may be 
awarded by the Secretary of War, the Secretary of the Navy, or the Secretary of the 
Treasury, or by such commanding officers of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast 
Guard as the said Secretaries may respectively designate. Awards to personnel of the 
Coast Guard when serving under his jurisdiction shall be made by or under the 
direction of the Secretary of the Navy. 

“No more than one Air Medal shall be awarded to any one person, but for each 
succeeding meritorious achievement justifying such an award a suitable bar or other 
device may be awarded to be worn with the medal as prescribed by appropriate regv- 
lations. In the event of a posthumous award the medal, bar, or device may be pre 
sented to such representative of the deceased as may be designated in the award.” 

Thus it will be seen that this medal can be worn by any winner in the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, or Coast Guard. 

The Focke-Wulf 190 is out of the race. Admittedly it is a fine fighter plane, 

The R.A.F. is now in possession of the secrets of the Focke-Wulf 190 and they 
state that it is not so good as the new Spitfire. They know all about the plane because 
they have captured one intact and have been putting it through its paces. Until this 
was done, the F.W. 190 was regarded as being exceptionally fast at high altitudes 
It has now been found that its speed decreases considerably when it flies above 20,00 
feet. Its most effective height is around 18,000 feet. 

From the point of view of the Flying Fortress the loss of effectiveness by the 
F.W. 190 at high altitude is of the utmost significance. 

The new Spitfire, with its Rolls-Merlin 61 motor, it is stated, gives high perform 
ance up to nearly 40,000 feet—and, with height an ever increasing tactical asset in 
aerial warfare, this fact is regarded as of paramount importance. 

The biggest hazard to navigation in night bombing missions over Germany is not 
the Messerschmitts and Focke-Wolfs, but the ground defenses as a whole, and espe 
cially around the target cities, says an officer who has made a large number of trips 
over Berlin, Cologne, Hamburg, Kiel, Emden, Wilhelmshaven, Bremen and a number 
of other German defense and war production centers. The officer is Paul I. W. Pen 
berton, a flight lieutenant and rated navigator of the R. A. F. who recently arrived 
at the Selman Field (Ga.) navigation training station. 

“You don’t have to worry so much about the Jerry fighters, but their anti-aircraft 
is rather a nuisance,” F/Lt. Pemberton explains, “You see, they have taken most 
the anti-aircraft guns from the occupied countries of central Europe and put them 
round their own factories and docks.” 


Bureau of Ships—The USS Anthony, a destroyer named for Sgt. Maj. William An- 
thony, USMC, a Marine hero of the Spanish-American War, was launched at the 
mouth of the Kennebec River, Bath, Me., on 20 Dec., with two of his granddaughters, 
the Misses Alice and Frances Anthony of Penn Yan, N. Y., as sponsors. Sergeant 
Major Anthony won fame by risking his life to summon his commanding officer at 
the sinking of the battleship Maine in Havana Harbor, 15 Feb. 1898.

Yesterday and Friday Spitfires on patrol 
over the northern battlefield area attacked 
enemy tanks, motor vehicles and infantry 
with good effect. 

B-17’s (Flying Fortresses) escorted by 
P-38’s (Lightnings) bombed docks at Tunis 
yesterday. Many hits were seen on docks and 
large fires were started. An enemy supply 
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slip also was hit. 

In the southern area yesterday P-38’s car- 
ried out sweeps and offensive patrols in the 
course of which they destroyed one Italian 
bomber and one German fighter. They also 
attacked a railroad engine near Sfax and 
enemy vehicles on roads. One of our aircraft 
was lost. 

During the night of 11-12 Dec. two enemy 
bombers were destroyed. 

14 Dec, 

Our forces yesterday shelled and broke up 
a small enemy motor convoy northeast of 
Medjez-el-Bab. Otherwise activity was limited’ 
to patrolling. 

Heavy bombers yesterday attacked the 
docks of Bizerte and Tunis. Medium bomb- 
ers attacked the harbor of Sousse and tar- 
gets near Sfax. P-38 (Lightning) fighters 
attacked ground targets in the southern 
areas. 

Three of our aircraft are missing, but one 
fighter pilot is safe. 

Five enemy bombers were destroyed dur- 
ing the night of 12-13 Dec. 

17 Dec. 

1. In the northern forward areas bombing 
attacks were carried out 15 and 16 Dec. by 
A-20 bombers, escorted by P-38 fighter planes, 
and by Hurricane bombers escorted by Spit- 
fires. 

The A-20 bombers attacked a railroad near 
Mateur and enemy troops in Massicault. 

The Hurricanes found an ammunition 
dump where a large explosion was seen, Gun 
positions and vehicles also were attacked. 
Spitfires on sweeps shot down one enemy 
fighter 15 Dec. and yesterday destroyed sev- 
eral enemy fighters on the ground in attacks 
on airdromes near Mateur. 

2. In the southern area P-38 fighters shot 
down an enemy bomber yesterday and A-20 
bombers attacked the railway south of 
Sousse on 15 Dec, 

3. Eight raids were made on the docks in 
Tunis and Bizerte 13, 14 and 15 Dec. One 
enemy bomber was destroyed on the night 
of 14-15 Dec. and another during the night 
of 15-16 Dec. From all these operations one 
of our aircraft is missing. 

4. A successful raid by an American patrol 
in Southern Tunisia brought more than a 
score of Italian prisoners.

Renewing the offensive against Japanese 
installations in occupied China, the United 
States Army Air Forces struck two important 
objectives. 

On 12 Dec, Tengchung (Tengyueh), possi- 
ble advance base of enemy operations in 
Yunnan, was attacked by a bomber-fighter 
mission, Oll storage dumps were set afire, 
hits were scored in a troop area and a num- 
ber of buildings were strafed. No anti-air- 
craft fire was encountered or enemy intercep- 
tion attempted.

A premature bomb explosion damaged one

The plight of the small business man, 
about which the recent Congress showed 
much concern but little results, will be a 
matter of prime interest with the 78th 
Congress when it convenes 6 Jan. 

The 77th Congress created the Smaller 
War Plants Corporation, under the WPB, 
with a capital stock of $150,000, and em- 
powered it to make loans to small busi- 
ness concerns, to purchase or lease equip- 
ment, supplies, etc., to lease or sell such 
equipment, land, ete., to small business 
concerns, and to arrange for the sublet- 
ting of contracts to small business con- 
cerns. 

While this action was taken last June, 
the report of the House Small Business 
Committee, just made in the closing days 
of Congress, shows that the results have 
not been satisfactory. That committee re- 
ported that the agency created by Con- 
gress has failed to function satisfactorily, 
primarily because of poor management. 
The report also stated that small busi- 
ness has been seriously undermined and 
is approaching the point of collapse as a 
result of the OPA policies subjecting re- 
tailers unnecessarily to price squeezes 
and inequitable distribution of merchan- 
dise. 

Small business, the committee found, 
also has been plagued by the necessity for 
the preparation of needless reports and 
the unnecessary complexity and multi- 
plicity of regulations. 

The report said that “these conditions 
can and should be corrected by the ex- 
ecutive directors under the existing law,” 
but that unless that is done there will be 
offered in the new Congress legislation to 
compel their correction “in order to avert 
the destruction of independent small 
business—-and with it the middle class in 
this country.” 

The composition of the new Congress 
makes it virtually certain that more vig- 
orous measures will be taken to preserve 
the small business class and protect them 
from destruction from Washington. 

The new Congress likewise will give 
close scrutiny to the budget estimates, 
preliminary drafts of which already have 
been sent to the appropriations commit- 
tees. While defense estimates will be 
passed, all non-defense items will be 
pared to the minimum and non-essential 
agencies reduced in their operation qr, 
perhaps, even in some instances, abol- 
ished. 

Lend-lease, with its myriads of finan- 
cial and international possibilities, like- 
wise will come in for a close overhauling. 
The President’s plans for enhanced 80, 
cial security legislation also will have 
hard sledding under the new legislative 
set-up. 

In the immediate future, the civilian 
population looks forward to the new 
definite price fixing policy to replace the 
price freezing plan in many instances. 
James F. Byrnes, who has been nick- 
named “assistant president,” will have a 
difficult problem next year, for his ac- 
tions and deeds will be under the con- 
stant gaze of a keenly attentive Con- 
gress. 





Many False Death Reports 


A false report of the death of a soldier 
at an Army post was received recently by 
his mother in Brooklyn. Similar incidents 
have been reported to military authorities 
previously. 

In this case, a mother was notified by 
telephone that “this is Western Union 
and we have just received a message that 
your son was killed on the rifle range at 
Fort Meade.” The distraught mother got 
in touch with the Maryland post. She 
found that her son was alive and unin- 
jured. The anonymous message was en- 
tirely false and perhaps part of an enemy 
campaign of “nerves.” 

No credence should be placed in tele- 
phoned notification of death or injury 
unless official notification is received from 
The Adjutant General. Such messages 
are never telephoned.

Plung- 
ing through a fire-gutted portion of the 
ship he assisted these two from the radio 
room to the safety of a lifeboat, despite 
burns suffered about his face, head and 
hands. Then he _ checked carefully 
through every accessible part of the ship 
for other crew members before he quitted 
the vessel with the last boatload of men.

with special emphasis on the size of the 
African theatre, was given by Col. R. 
Ernest Dupuy, Chief, News Division, Bu- 
reau of Public Relations, War Depart- 
ment, on the Army Hour broadcast, Sun- 
day, 20 Dee. Colonel Dupuy said: 

“On all fronts during the past week Amert- 
can troops have continued bitter battling with 
the Axis from the stinking jungles of New 
Guinea and the Solomons to the sandy rubble 
of North Africa, MacArthur's men have whit- 
tled down the Japs on the New Guinea beach- 
heads in inch by inch combat of the utmost 
ferocity. In Tunisia, Elsenhower's expedition 
ary force is slowly building up for the of- 
fensive. While front line elements have en- 
gaged in ding dong attack and counterattack 
of open warfare against the Germans, who 
are battling tooth and nail to retain sufficient 
ground to protect Bizerte and Tunis, now the 
most important toeholds of Hitler on the 
African shore. 

“In the air U. 8S. Army Air Forces have 
been harrowing the Axis, smashing down 
Zeros in the South Pacific, bombing Jap 
bases. In Tunisia they have been supporting 
our advance, have taken serious toll of enemy 
columns and rail movements along the Axis- 
held shore from Tunis to Gabes and in be- 
tween, Heavy bombers of the 9th Air Force 
operating with Montgomery's Eighth Army 
assisted in blasting the Africa Corps out of 
Kl Aghella and have been straightening the 
Rommel retreat westward from that point. 

“Britisht infantry in step by step moves 
there through the checker-board mine flelds 
Rommel left behind him in his retreat have 
cleared the way for the following smash of 
the armored elements. The flanking move by 
those armored elements which spread south- 
ward into the desert to swing up the Wadi 
Matrata and cut off a portion of the Africa 
Corps accelerated the German retreat toward 
Tripoli. 

“The size and character of the North Afri- 
can campaign now being pressed from the 
Suez Canal to the Straits of Bibraltar can 
best be visualized by rough comparison to 
the expanse of our own United States, These 
operations are continental in scope, are cost- 
ing lives, will necessarily be prolonged until 
the final objective is reached—the destruction 
of Axis strength in North Africa. 

“Let's look at the map. Put Casablanca, 
Moroceo, on the West at Los Angeles and 
Alexandria, Egypt, in the east of Charleston, 
South Carolina, The airline distances are 
roughly comparable to approximately 2250 
miles. Oran in Algeria will fall astride of the 
Grand Canyon of the Colorado and Algiers 
itself will lie in the southwest corner of 
Colorado. 

“For the city of Tunis, take Dodge City, 
Kansas, put Tripoli in the southeast corner 
of Oklahoma near Broken Bow. Reaching east-
